Pursuant  to  previous  adjournment,  and  notice  duly  given,  the 
Twenty-seventh  Annual  Convention  of  Alleghany  Evangelical  Lu¬ 
theran  Synod  of  Pennsylvania  assembled  in  the  Lutheran  Church  in 
Berlin,  Pa.,  (Rev.  J.  Winecoff,  Pastor,)  on  Wednesday,  September  2d, 
at8J  o’clock,  A.  M.  After  half  an  hour  spent  in  devotional  exercises. 
Synod  was  called  to  order,  and  opened  by  singing  the  899th  hymn, 
and  prayer  by  the  President,  Rev.  J.  Winecoff.

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The  President  then  presented  his  Annual  Report,  as  follows ; 

Beloved  Brethren  in  the  Lord  : — Tn  the  good  providence  of  God,  we 
are  once  more  permitted  to  meet  in  the  capacity  of  a  Synod,  for  the  purpose  of 
attending  to  that  portion  of  the  Lord’s  work  which  has  been  given  into  our 
hands.  And,  as  at  our  last  convention,  so  now,  we  meet  under  circumstances 
(if  love^and  mercy.  Death  has  not  invaded  our  ranks.  The  divine  blessing  has 
largely  attended  our  efforts  as  Pastors.  We  have  many  reasons  why  we  should 
be  thankful  to  the  Giver  of  all  good.  “  Our  lines  have  fallen  to  us  in  pleasant 
places  ;  we  have  a  goodly*heritage.”  The  future  is  brighter  than  ever  to  us,  as 
an  integral  part  of  our  renovated  General  Synod.  I,  for  one,  think  that  the 
divisions  and  commotions  which  have  occurred  around  us — sad  as  they  are — 
have,  so  far,  turned  out  to  our  special  good.  Let  us  then,  with  thankfulness 
and  good  cheer,  enter  upon  our  future  work,  reljing  upon  the  Great  Head  of 
the  Church  for  our  success. 

According  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution,  I  will  now  lay  before  you 
a  detail  of  my  official  acts  during  the  last  synodical  year. 

1 — Dismissions  and  Reception  op  Pastors. 

1868 — January  15th. — Sent  a  letter  of  dismissal  to  Rev.  J.  Forthman,  to  unite 
with  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod. 

June  20th. — Received  Rev.  G*  A.  Nixdorff  as  a  member  of  this  body,  he 
having  sent  me  his  dismissal  from  the  Melancthon  Synod. 

August  14th. — Rev.  M.  H.  Pfahler  handed  me  his  dismissal  from  the 
West  Pennsylvania  Synod,  and  was  enrolled  among  the  members  of  this 
body. 

August  14th. — Sent  a  letter  of  dismissal  to  Rev.  M.  Colver,  to  unite  with 
the  loyal  Pittsburgh  Synod. 

August  17th. — Transmitted  a  certificate  of  dismissal  to  Rev.  S.  A.  Hol¬ 
man,  recommending  him  to  the  East  Pennsylvania  Synod. 

2 — Building  of  New  Churches,  &c. 

1867 — October  22d. — Rev.  C.  L.  Streamer  informed  me  that  the  Lutheran  Church 
in  Smicksburg  had  been  dedicated  to  God  on  the  13th  of  the  same  month. 

November  17th. — A  new  Church  was  consecrated  in  Rev.  Zimmerman’s 
charge.  Also,  one  in  Nebraska  City. 

I  have  also  learned  that  the  congregation  in  Altoona  have  commenced 
remodelling  their  Church. 

Several  parsonage  enterprises  are  also  going  on,  as  for  example,  in  Frie* 
densburg,  Davidsville,  and  other  charges. 

3 — Pastoral  Changes. 

1867 —  Dec.  14th. — Rev.  S.  Stauffer  informed  me  that  he  had  taken  charge  of 
the  Luthersburg  pastorate. 

1868 —  February  25th. — A  letter  from  Rev.  J.  A.  Nuner,  stating  that  he  had 
become  Pastor  of  the  Wills  Creek  charge. 

April  11th. — A  letter  from  Rev.  Philip  Doerr,  licentiate  ad  interim^  of  the 
Synod  of  Minnesota,  stating  that  he  had  located  as  Pastor  of  the  Bloody 
Run  charge. 

April  14th.— Rev.  G.  C.  Probst  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned  the 
above  charge,  reserving  one  of  the  congregations,  which  he  had  engaged  to 
Sdrve.  I  advised  the  brethren  there  to  proceed  regularly  in  the  division  of 
said  charge,  if  the  people  desireci  such  division,  and  report  to  Synod  at  its 
next  convention.  That  report  is,  therefore,  now  called  for.

PROCEEDINGS  OF  ALLEGHANY 


18G8 — April  16th. — Rev.  M.  F.  Pfahler  informed  me  that  he  had  become  Pasto 
of  the  Salisbury  pastorate. 

June  13th. — Rev.  M.  G.  Boyer  wrote  me  that  he  had  resigned  the  pasto¬ 
ral  charge  of  Marklesburg,  and  had  accepted  an  appointment  as  Missionary 
to  Atchinson,  Kansas. 

August  20th. — Rev.  J.  Frazier  wrote  that  the  Newry  charge  would  be 
vacant  after  the  Ist  of  September,  and  that  he  intended  to  locate  as  Pastor 
of  the  Marklesburg  charge. 

4. — Special  Blessings  of  God  upon  the  Churches. 

God  has  specially  blessed  the  labors  of  some  of  the  brethren.  Extensive 
revivals  in  Altoona,  Johnstown,  Davidsville,  Friedensburg,  Wilmore,  and  other 
charges.  To  these  I  may  add  my  own  charge,  which,  in  two  of  its  congrega¬ 
tions,  has  been  greatly  revived  and  prospered.  Thus  the  tokens  of  the  Divine 
favor  have  been  amongst  us.  This  is  specially  cheering,  in  view  of  the  marked 
tendency  to  ritualism  and  formality  in  other  sections  of  our  common  Zion. 

5. — Delegates  to  General  Synod. 

Five  clerical  and  6ve  lay  delegates  are  to  be  elected  to  the  next  meeting  o 
the  General  Synod,  to  be  held  in  Cincinnati.  It  will  also  devolve  on  Synod  to 
elect  two  Directors — one  clerical  and  one  lay — to  the  Seminary  Board,  in  place 
of  Rev.  S.  Holman  and  Dr.  William  Caldwell. 

G. — Correspondence  and  Promiscuous  Items. 

1867 — October. — As  instructed  by  Synod,  at  its  last  convention,  I  met  with  one 
member  of  the  Salisbury  Church  Council,  in  regard  to  the  alleeed  unpaid 
part  of  Rev.  Forthman’s  salary.  I  also  had  an  interview  with  Bro.  Forth- 
inan,  on  the  subject.  In  both  instances  I  urged  a  settlement,  but  could 
effect  nothing.  The  one  party  strenuously  denied  owing  anything  ;  and  the 
other  as  strenuously  claiming  a  part  not -paid.  I  told  them  I  would  so  re¬ 
port  to  Synod.  What  has  since  been  done  in  the  matter,  I  cannot  sav. 

November. — I  also  wrote  a  letter  to  a  part  of  the  Brush  Valley  charge, 
addressed  to  Peter  Mikesell,  urging  settlement  of  a  certain  unpaid  amount 
claimed  by  Rev.  Settlemoyer.  The  letter,  however,  subsequently  came 
back  without  reaching  its  destination  ;  and,  as  I  did  not  know  by  what  ad¬ 
dress  a  letter  would  reach  them,  nothing  more  has  been  done. 

November  22d  — A  letter  from  Rev.  A.  C.  Ehrenfeld.  reminding  me  of 
Mrs.  Margaret  Wolf’s  annual  claim  upon  Synod  for  $40.  I  ordered  the 
Treasurer  to  pay  her  the  amount. 

■•^68 — January  22d. — Rev.  C.  L.  Streamer  wrote  me  that  a  final  sa’e  of  the 
Martinsburg  High  School  property  had  been  effected.  The  letter  also  con¬ 
tained  a  blank  order  of  the  Committee  on  Archive,  to  deliver  the  Deed  to 
Mr.  D.  K.  Ramey.  The  order  was  signed  and  sent  as  requested 

January  21st. — Mr.  D.  K.  Ramey,  one  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Loysville 
Academy,  wrote  me  that  he  wished  information  concerning  the  powers  of 
the  committee  in  the  case.  I  replied  that  they  must  be  governed  by  the 
action  of  Synod  in  the  matter. 

February  25th. — A  letter  from  Rev.  H.  M.  Bichel,  containing  a  bill  in 
favor  of  the  “Lutheran  and  Missionary,”  for  publishing  last  year’s  notice 
of  meeting  in  Johnstown,  amounting  to  $5.50.  As  this  is  an  anomalous 
case,  of  which  merits  I  know  nothing,  I  herewith  submit  it  dire*.‘tly  to 
Synod.  At  the  same  time  I  wrote  to  the  editor  of  that  paper,  stating  that 
I  would  so  refer  the  matter. 

May  15. — A  letter  from  Rev.  P.  Willard,  in  behalf  of  the  Orphans’  Home, 
requesting  an  order  on  the  Treasurer  for  $250.  it  being  the  fi'St  instalment 
on  the  purchase  of  that  property,  assumed  by  this  Synod.  I  sent  the  order 
as  requested. 

.lune  13th. — Rev.  M.  G.  Boyer  asked  permission  to  resign  his  charge,  ami 
to  locate  as  Missionary  in  Atchinson,  Kansas.  lie  also  asked  to  be  or- 
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dained,  pre’cious  to  his  removal.  I  gave  the  requested  permission,  but 
stated  that  I  saw  no  way  by  which  he  might  be  ordained,  without  action  on 
the  part  of  the  Ministerium. 

August  20th. — A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Seminary  Board,  calling 
the  attention  of  this  body  to  certain  resolutions  passed  by  said  Board  at  its 
last  meeting.  The  letter  is  submitted. 

7. — Jubilee. 

I  regret  that  I  cannot  present  anything  final  on  this  subject.  I  found  it 
impossible  to  effect  a  monthly  mode  of  operation.  Many  of  the  brethren  wrote 
in  general  terms,  that  they  would  do  their  part  quarterly  ;  others,  that  they  would 
make  one  general  effort.  Reports  came  in  ‘‘few  and  far  between;”  conse¬ 
quently,  I  made  no  report  as  Chairman  of  Synod.  I  thought  that  the  credit  of 
this  body  would  be  best  secured  by  reserving  the  partial  reports,  so  far  sent  in, 
to  the  end  of  the  Jubilee  year,  to  be  then  given  in  one  general  and  final  report. 
In  view  of  these  contingencies,  I  recommend  that  Synod,  at  its  present  conven¬ 
tion,  simply  call  on  the  several  Pastors  to  report  progress  ;  and  that  the  Presi¬ 
dent  collect  final  reports  at  the  end  of  the  jubilee  year,  and  publish  the  result 
in  our  Church  papers,  preserving  a  copy  to  be  embodied  in  his  annual  report  to 
Synod.  Respectfully  submitted.  J.  WINECOFP.

Rev.  H.  Bishop,  of  the  Synod  of  Maryland,  presented  his  cre¬ 
dentials  as  delegate  to  this  body,  with  assurances  of  the  continued 
regard  of  that  Synod  for  this,  expressing  the  desire  that  reciprocal 
relations  might  continue  to  exist. 

The  President  replied — assuring  Bro.  Bishop  of  a  cordial  welcome 
to  the  Synod  of  which  he  was  formerly  a  prominent  member,  and  re¬ 
turning  the  friendly  greetings  of  this  Synod,  through  him,  to  the  body 
he  represents. 

Mr.  Andrew  Learn  presented  his  credentials  as  commissioner  from 
the  Codkport  Mission,  and  was  so  received.

REPORT  OF  DIRECTORS  TO  THE  THEOLOGICAL  SEMINARY. 

The  Directors  to  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  through 
their  Chairman,  presented  the  following  report : 

Your  Directors  to  the  Theological  Seminary  at  Gettysburg,  would  respect¬ 
fully  report,  that  they  attended  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  said  Seminary,  on  the  11th  of  August,  1868.  The  following  lay  brethren 
and  Directors  were  absent:  Mr.  J.  H.  Schell,  J.  G.  Herbst,  S.  Philaon  and 
D.  K.  Ramey. 

Dr.  Brown  reported  that  he  had  succeeded  in  getting  about  thirty- five 
thousand  dollars,  in  money  and  subscriptions,  for  the  endowment  of  the 
“Howard  Professorship;”  about  Thirty-one  Thousand  of  which  he  considered 
good  ;  the  balance  he  thought  doubtful.  The  Board  returned  thanks  to  Dr. 
Brown,  for  his  successful  labors,  and  requested  him  still  fur. her  to  prosecute 
the  work,  until  suflScient  means  shall  be  secured  to  erect  a  third  Professor’s 
house  on  the  Seminary  grounds,  which  is  now  very  much  needed. 

The  committee  to  attend  the  examination  of  the  students  were  not  present, 
but  from  others  we  learned  that  they  acquitted  themselves  crt»ditably. 

We  congratulate  this  Synod  upon  the  encouraging  prospect,  that  our  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary  of  the  General  Synod  will  soon  be  placed  on  a  pecuniary 
basis  for  educating  the  future  ministers  of  our  Church,  equal  to  any  similar 
institution  in  our  land. 

In  view  of  the  three  years’  course  in  theology,  which  has  been  introduced 
in  our  Seminary,  and  the  inconvenience  to  which  our  young  men  have  been 
subjected  in  getting  license  to  preach,  the  most  of  our  Synods  not  meeting  for 
two  or  three  months  after  the  close  of  the  session,  it  was  recommended  by  the 
Board,  that  the  Synods  license  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  with  the  express 
understanding  that  they  return  to  the  Seminary  another  year.  Hereafter  the 
annual  exercises  of  the  Seminary  will  take  place  in  June,  at  the  same  time  of 
the  college  commencement,  which  has  been  changed  to  the  last  Thursday  in 
June. 

The  number  of  students  in  attendance  the  past  year  was  eleven.  One  dis¬ 
appeared  very  mysteriously,  and  for  a  long  time  no  trace  of  him  could  be  found. 
It  was  stated,  however,  at  the  meeting  of  the  Board,  that  his  father  had  received 
a  letter  from  him,  and  that  he  was  in  South  America. 

The  Faculty  state,  in  their  report,  that  the  number  of  students  this  year 
will  be,  at  least,  double  what  it  was  last  year. 
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A  committee  was  appointed  to  prepare  a  diploma,  to  begi\7en  to  all  students 
who  shall  hereafter  take  a  full  three  years’  course  in  Theology. 

As  Dr.  Valentine,  one  of  our  beloved  Professors  iu  the  Seminary,  has  been 
elected  President  of  Pennsylvania  College,  it  will  become  the  duty  of  the  Board, 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  to  elect  a  man  to  fill  his  place. 

A  committee  was  also  appointed  to  purchase  the  Library  of  our  beloved  and 
late  Professor,  Dr,  Krauth,  and  place  it  in  the  Library  of  the  Theological  Semi¬ 
nary  at  Gettysburg,  with  instructions  to  sell  all  duplicate  volumes  now  in  the 
Seminary  Library,  to  the  best  advantage  possible. 

In  view  of  a  number  of  necessary  repairs  to  be  made  about  the  Seminary 
buildings  during  this  year,  the  Board  of  Directors  thought  it  necessary  to  raise 
the  annual  contribution  to  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Seminary,  from  each 
Synod,  to  thirty  dollars.  Your  Directors  recommend  that  the  Synod  concur  in 
said  action,  and  instruct  the  Treasurer  to  pay  the  same. 

There  is  a  standing  resolution  in  the  Archive  of  the  Seminary  (which  seems 
to  have  been  lost  sight  of  by  all  the  Synods  but  two),  which  requires  each 
Synod  connected  with  the  Seminary,  to  pay  an  annual  sum  of  ten  dollars,  for 
the  increase  of  the  Library.  Your  Directors  recommend  that  hereafter  the 
annual  contribution  be  paid.  A.  II.  AUG  HE,

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  GENERAL  SYNOD. 

Your  Delegates  elected  to  represent  this  body  in  the  Twenty  third  Conven¬ 
tion  of  “The  General  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America,”  which  assembled  in  Harrisburg  from  the  7th  to  the  14ih 
of  last  May,  would  respectfully  report,  that  we  feel  gratified  to  be  able  to  con¬ 
gratulate  this  Synod  on  the  fact  that  the  full  number  of  representatives  appointed 
by  you  are  present  and  participated  in  the  proceedings,  showing  an  example  of 
faithfulness  to  duty  that  is  worthy  of  special  imitation. 

The  last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod  was  certainly  the  most  important 
ever  yet  held  by  that  body.  It  was  composed  of  sixty-one  ministerial  and  an 
equal  number  of  lay  delegates,  representing  twenty  one  Synods.  There  were 
also  present  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  clergymen  and  many  of  the  promi- 
nent  laymen  of  our  Church  as  visitors,  making  altogether  the  largest  assembly 
of  Lutherans  ever  before  held  in  this  country.  I'hree  new  Synods  were  received 
as  integral  parts  of  the  General  Synod,  viz  :  I'he  Synod  of  New  York,  the 
Synod  of  Central  Illinois,  and  the  Susquehanna  Synod,  making  the  whole  num¬ 
ber  of  Synods  now  united  in  the  one  central  body,  twenty-one,  as  above  stated, 
even  after  the  seceding  Synods  have  gone  out  from  among  us. 

The  reports  from  our  literary  and  theological  institutions  exhibit  them  as 
in  a  prosperous  and  promising  condition.  So  also  in  regard  to  the  Central  Be¬ 
nevolent  Societies  of  the  Church. 

The  reports  read  from  these,  represent  them  as  having  open  before  them 
unusual  fields  of  promised  tisefulness,  and  call  upon  the  Church  to  come  up  to 
the  mea.sure  of  her  responsibity.  The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Publica¬ 
tion  Society  was  especially  satisfactory,  atid  that  important  institution  demands 
our  special  patronage  and  support. 

An  amended  form  of  the  Constitution  of  the  General  Synod  was  adopted 
with  singular  unanimity,  and  was  ordered  to  be  nent  down  to  the  District  Synods 
for  their  approval.  Copies  of  this  document,  we  presume,  have  been  received, 
and  will  be  submitted  to  this  body  by  our  PresiJet.t  By  the  adoption  of  Sec¬ 
tion  3  of  Article  II  of  tliis  Constitution,  the  doctrinal  ba'jis  of  the  General 
Synod  has,  as  we  sincerely  hope,  been  forever  settled.  We  recommend  the 
endorsement  of  this  Constitution  by  the  Allegheny  Synod. 

The*  General  Synod  affords  an  opportunity  for  gathering  together  the  statis¬ 
tics  of  the  Church,  for  comparing  the  representations  of  the  delegates  from  the 
dilferent  parts  of  our  ecclesiastical  territory  and  presenting  a  comprehensive 
view  of  the  widely  extended  field.  I'his  gives  to  the  Church  much  satisfactory 
intelligence ^hat  is  well  calculated  to  instruct,  encourage,  caution,  direct  and 
lead  onward  to  a  still  higher  developme#t  of  our  beloved  Zion.  Whilst  a  most 
daring,  systematic  and  unjustifiable  effort  has  been  made,  on  the  part  of  the 
advocates  of  extreme  symbolism  and  ritualism,  to  destroy  the  General  Synod, 
and  produce  division  and  dissentions  in  our  Churches,  it  was  manifest  at  the 
last  meeting  of  the  General  Synod,  that  there  was  still  a  steady  progress  in  all 
essential  particulars.  The  public  service s  of  religion  are  usually  well  attended  ; 
encouraging  numbers  are  added  to  the  Church  ;  the  Sabbath  Schools  are  in  a 
prosperous  condition,  and  the  Church  generally  alive  to  the  interests  entrusted 
to  her 

Much  business  of  interest  and  importance  was  transacted  ;  but  to  guard 
against  unduly  adding  to  the  length  of  this  report,  we  must  refer  the  Synod  to 
the  printed  minutes. 

•  Our  long  tried  and  well  settled  convictions  concerning  the  great  value  of 
the  General  Synod  to  our  church,  are  only  confirmed  by  increasing  opportunities 
of  observation.  More  than  once  has  our  affection  for  this  body  been  rekindled. 
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as  we  have  beheld  its  influence  in  pouring  the  oil  of  peace  upon  the  troubled 
waters.  And  when  at  last,  divested  of  every  discordant  element  and  faction,  it 
gave  to  the  world  so  perfect  an  illustration  of  brethren  dwelling  together  in 
unity  as  was  afforded  at  its  recent  meeting,  we  cannot  but  say  God  bless  the 
General  Synod. 

The  General  Synod  acjourned  to  hold  its  twenty-fourth  convention  in  the 
city  of  Cincinnati,  on  the  second  Thursday  of  May,  1869.  It  will,  therefore,  be

REPORT  OF  THE  EDUCATION  COMMITTEE. 

Report  of  Committee  on  Education : 

The  sums  appropriated  at  the  last  convention  of  this  Synod  for  the  use  of  our 
bentficiaiies  has  been  paid  over  to  them  by  the  Treasurer,  as  per  order  of  your 
committee,  viz  :  S200  each  to  Bros.  E.  Menges,  S  P.  Felton,  M.  R.  Minnich, 

W.  E.  Fisher  and  B.  B.  Collins,  and  $1-50  to  Bro.  H.  C.  Haithcox. 
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The  character  bills  of  them  all  are  in  our  possession  and  are  herewith 
presented  for  your  inspection.  They  are,  in  general,  satisfactory.  Some  of 
them  indicate  special  excellence. 

Bro.  Brubaker,  who  was  proposed  at  the  last  convention  and  recommended 
to  the  committee,  has  been  received.  He  has  been  at  college,  and  we  have  his 
character  bill,  which  is  excellent.  He  has,  howevtr,  as  yet,  received  no  money 
from  our  funds. 

Bro.  J.  W.  Myers  does  not  directly  ask  us  for  any  further  appropriation. 
His  health  has  not  been  good,  and  we  permitted  him  to  teach  school,  as  he 
desired  to  do,  in  order  to  pay  off  some  backstanding  debts.  He  has  now,  also, 
openly  committed  himself  to  the  General  Council,  with  which  he  has  long  been 
declared  to  he  in  secret  sympathy  by  those  that  well  knew  him.  He  will  proba¬ 
bly  pursue  his  studies  with  a  view  to  the  ministry  in  that  organization. 

In  your  committee’s  report  of  last  year  (page  42  of  the  Minutes),  it  is  stated 
that  Bro.  Mattern  received  “half  of  his  appropriation,”  meaning  thereby  $50. 
On  the  opposite  page,  the  amount  is  stated  at  $100.  Both  are  unfortunate 
er.-ors.  Bro.  Mattern  nevku  drew  upon  the  Treasurer  for  any  of  his  appro¬ 
priation,  AND,  CONSEQUENTLY,  OWES  THE  Synod  NOTHING.  1  he  mistake  in  the 
report  of  the  committee  occurred  in  this  way :  We  gave  him  an  order  for  $50, 
which,  however,  he  never  presented  to  the  Treasurer.  The  committee  supposed 
he  had,  and,  of  course,  so  reported.  We  are  sorry  such  a  mistake  should  have 
been  made. 

Brother  Haithcox  very  pressingly  and  respectfully  asks  Synod  to  increase 
his  appropriation  to  $200.  We  have  received  from  him  several  excellent  letters, 
and  the  best  recommendations  from  brethren  who  know  him.  Your  committee 
recommend  that  he  receive  that  amount. 

We  have  reason,  in  general,  to  be  satisfled  with  the  promising  character  of 
our  beneficiaries.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  Ho.  14-CASE  OF  MR.  JOS.  FICHTNER. 

Committee  No.  14,  to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent  of  Pennsylvania  Synod,  touching  the  case  of  Mr.  Joseph  Fichtner,  submit 
the  following : 

The  letter  sets  forth,  that  at  the  late  meeting  of  the  Synod  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  Mr.  Joseph  Fichtner  presented  himself  and  laid  before  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  a  certain  statement,  the  substance  of  which  was,  that  he  had  been  deposed 
from  the  Ministry  of  the  Gospel,  by  the  Synod  of  Alleghany,  as  he  believed, 
not  properly,  and  his  desire  to  be  restored,  &c. 

That  the  Executive  Committee,  after  a  careful  and  patient  consideration  of 
the  case,  as  far  as  they  were  informed  of  the  facts,  arrived  at  the  opinion  that 
his  restoration  to  the  sacred  office  might  be  brought  about  with  advantage  to  all 
concerned  ;  and,  that  the  same  was  accordingly  recommended  to  the  considera¬ 
tion  of  Synod. 

That  the  Pennsylvania  Synod  promptly  recognized  the  respect  that  was  due 
to  the  decision  of  the  Alleghany  Synod,  and  was  not  willing  to  adopt  any  action 
that  might  have  the  appearance  of  ignoring  the  judgment  of  said  body,  and 
passed  the  following :

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  this  Ministerium  inform  the  President  of 
Alleghany  Synod,  that  Joseph  Fichtner  appeared  before  ihe  proper  committee 
of  this  Ministerium.  and  presented  his  case;  and  that,  after  a  careful  examina¬ 
tion  of  all  the  testimony  offered,  we  respectfully  request  the  Alleghany  Synod 
to  grant  him  a  new  trial.” 

Your  committee  have  fully  considered  the  very  courteous  request  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Synod,  and  desire  to  say  that  the  statements  made  to  them  by  Mr. 
Fichtner  cannot  be  other  than  the  general  facts  which  were  before  this  body  as 
brought  out  in  the  trial  of  Mr.  Fichtner  two  years  ago,  after  a  full  and  impar¬ 
tial  investigaticfn  of  the  evidence  taken  by  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  in  the  inteiim  of  Synod,  for  that  purpose.  On  this  testimony,  touching 
the  character  and  conduct  cf  Mr.  Fichtner,  he  was  suspended  by  the  committee, 
which  action  was  subsequently  confirmed  by  Synod. 

It  was  not,  however,  on  this  evidence  alone,  that  Mr,  Fichtner  was  deposed  ; 
but  on  account  of  this  and  the  additional  fact  of  his  insubordination  to  synodical 
Huthority,  continuing,  after  constitutional  suspension  and  repeated  admonitions 
from  the  President,  to  exercise  all  ministerial  functions,  which  insubordination 
was  further  aggravated  by  persistent  interference  in  the  charge  of  a  neighboring 
minister. 

In  extenuation  of  these  acts,  he  offered  no  statement;  neither  did  he  deny 
them;  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  has,  during  all  the  time,  persisted  in 
ignoring  all  synodical  authority,  and  has  lifted  up  his  heel  against  its  rightful 
decis’ons,  your  committee  do  not  feel  justified  in  moving  a  new  trial. 

Y’^our  committee  recommend  that  the  Secretary,  at  an  early  day,  forward 
this  statement  to  the  President  of  the  Pennsylvania  Ministerium.

COMMITTEE  NO.  13-KNIGHT’S  CASE. 

Committee  No.  13  reported  as  follows : 

Your  Committee,  No.  13,  report  that  the  papers  entrusted  to  them  &*re  the 
following : 

1.  An  application  from  Mr.  Lloyd  Knight  to  this  body,  praying  for  restoia* 
tion  'to  the  sacred  office  of  the  Gospel  Ministry,  from  which  ho  was  depostd 
some  six  years  ago. 

2.  In  connection  there  are  presented  several  letters  of  recommendation 
from  eminent  brethren  in  the  ranks  of  our  own  ministry,  members  of  different 
Synods,  bearing  unqualified  testimony  to  his  present  Christian  character,  as  well 
as  that  during  his  whole  period  of  suspension — all  of  whom  unitedly  advise  and 
recommend  his  restoration. 

Particularly  among  these  we  recommend  the  reading  of  those  recommenda¬ 
tions  addressed  to  the  members  of  this  Synod,  coming  from  brethren  well  known 
to  us,  and  who  seem  to  have  f-lt  an  interest  in  Mr.  Knight  from  the  moment  of 
the  publicity  of  his  dark  and  dreadful  fall.  We  regard  it  as  but  a  fitting  conclu¬ 
sion  in  this  matter,  that  the  attention  of  Synod  be  directed  to  these  testimonials. 

3  In  addition  thereto,  we  find  a  petition  from  certain  persons  in  Hollidays- 
burg  and  vicinity,  in  number  30,  some  of  whom  were  members  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  and  some  yet  claiming  so  to  be,  as  well  as  claiming  to  represent  the 
views  of  a  large  class  in  that  community;  all  of  whom,  bearing  testimony  to 
the  sincere  repentance  of  Mr.  Knight,  pray  this  Synod,  on  the  grounds  of  com¬ 
mon  justice,  to  remove  the  strictures  imposed  by  them,  and  restore  Mr.  Knight 
to  his  former  position  as  a  Christian  Minister  of  the  Gospel.  This  petition  is 
committed  to  Synod  for  their  consideration  of  its  worth. 

4.  Your  committee,  appreciating  the  situation  of  the  jietitioner,  and  the 
great  responsibility  resting  on  us,  feel  obliged  to  acknowledge  that  the  object  of 
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d'scipline  is  to  accomplish  rtformation  of  character  and  penitence,  and  that 
when  discipline  and  ecclesiastical  justice  are  satisfied,  obstinate  and  continued 
enforcement  of  either  or  both,  imply  revenge^  and  expose  us  to  implications  that 
Christian  men  would  shrink  from  and  fear ;  and 

5.  Your  committee,  remembering  the  teachings  of  the  Divine  Word,  that 
“  the  blood  of  Jesus  Christ  cleanseth  from  all  sin,”  arid  the  injunction  of  Christ 
to  his  disciples,  “he  ye  therefore  merciful,  as  your  t'ather  also  is  merciful,” 
and  wishing  to  do  full  justice  to  the  petitioner,  as  well  as  to  show  proper  respect 
to  the  brethren  who  have  so  warmly  and  importunately  recommended  him  to 
our  consideration,  feel  in  diify  and  conscience  bound,  from  the  evidence  laid 
before  them,  to  report  in  brief: 

1.  That  all  these  documents  be  handed  back  to  the  reading  and  hearing  of 
Synod,  \'ov  their  ennsideration. 

2.  That  Mr.  Knight  have  the  privilege  asked  for,  to  speak  something  on 
his  own  behalf ;  and 

3.  In  further  consideration  of  the  character  and  weight  cf  these  several 
documents,  the  committee  hert-by  recommend  the  favorable  action  of  Synod, 
with  a  view  to  the  restoration  of  Mr.  Knight  to  the  ranks  of  the  Gospel  Ministry  ; 
and,  at  the  same  time,  the  committee  do  not  wish  it  to  be  understood  that 
they  are  hereby  committed  to  any  special  action — having  been  governed  entirely 
by  the  character  of  the  documents  placed  in  their  hands.

REPORT  OF  MISSION  COMMITTEE. 

Your  Mission  Committee  rejoice  that  they  are  able  to  say  that  our  Missiona¬ 
ries  have  been  making  commendable  progress  in  their  respective  fields  of  labor, 
and  some  of  them,  considering  the  embarrassments  in  the  way,  have  more  than 
met  our  most  sanguine  expectations. 

We  regret,  however,  to  be  compelled  to  say  that  your  committee  was  not 
able  to  meet  Synod’s  obligations  to  them — some  of  them  having  received  nothing 
during  the  whole  year. 

1.  The  Glasgow  Mission  has  been  supplied  by  Bro.  J.  K.  Williams,  who 
is  laboring  very  acceptably  in  that  field.  A  new  church  edifice  was  dedicated 
some  time  last  summer,  in  the  town  of  Bloomington. 

i  This  brother  asks  the  usual  appropriation  for  this  Mission,  hoping  that  after 
this  year,  they  will  become  a  self  sustaining  charge. 

2.  The  Clearfield  Mission  has  been  supplied  by  Rev.  G  A.  Nixdoiff. 
As  he  asks  for  no  appropriation,  we  presume  he  did  not  deem  it  necessary  to 
report  to  your  committee.  From  one  of  the  members  of  this  Mission  we  have 
learned  that  the  pastor  is  held  in  great  esteem,  and  his  services  are  higidy  ap 
predated  by  the  community  in  general.  W«  rejoice  in  the  self  sacrificing  spirit 
of  this  brother,  and  pray  God  that  he  may  be  abundantly  successful  in  his  labors 
ot  love. 
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3.  The  Tyrone  Mission  is  progressing  slowly,  but  (we  trust)  surely.  They 
have  sustained  a  serious  lofs  by  the  removal  of  some  of  their  members  to  other 
,(li.'-tricts  The  Antis  congregation  have  erected  and  dedicated  a  very  neat  and 
comfirtable  church.  Rev.  C.  h'etzer,  the  Missionary,  has  resigned  this  field. 

4.  From  the  reports  of  Bro.  Kerr,  we  learn  that  our  Huntingdon  Mission 
is  in  a  much  more  hopeful  condition  than  ever  before.  This  Mission  has  now  a 
membership  of  184.  The  increase  in  the  town  congregation,  by  emigration,  has 
been  much  in  its  favor. 

Bro.  Kerr  has  signified  his  intention  to  resign  this  field,  at  the  close  of  his 
year. 

Further  appropriation  will  be  needed  for  this  Mission. 

5.  Pursuant  to  the  instructions  of  Synod,  the  Pastors  and  Councils  of  the 
Brush  Valley  charge,  Cookport  Mission  and  Smicksburg  charge,  met  in  the 
Pastors  study  in  Indiana,  on  Tuesday,  August  11,  1868,  for  the  purpose  of  re 
districting  the  territory  embraced  in  them,  which  work  they  accomplished,  and 
present,  through  your  committee,  a  copy  of  their  proceedings  on  that  occasion. 

Y'our  committee  would  recommend  Synod  to  confirm  their  action,  in  the 
event  of  the  concurrence  of  the  congregations  concerned  therein. 

The  Cookport  Mission  was  served  b^y  Rev.  M.  Colver  for  six  months  of  the 
past  year. 

The  reports  from  our  Missionaries  in  Nebraska  are  most  flattering,  indeed. 

6.  Bro.  Cutter,  of  the  Plattsmouth  Mission,  reports  encouraging  success, 
both  in  his  Sabbath  School  and  Church  operations.  By  their  own  efforts  they 
have  procured  a  fine  hbrarv,  at  a  cost  of  some  $114.  and  a  cabinet  organ  to  aid 
in  leading  the  praise  of  God  in  the  Sanctuary.  The  Missionary  of  this  field 
reports  37  infant  baptisms,  92  communicants;  synodical  treasury,  $4.00;  local 
objects,  $350  00  ;  to  his  own  support,  $432.25. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $700.00  to  this 
Mission,  for  the  ensuing  year, 

7.  Our  Mission  in  Nebraska  City  seems  to  be  a  grand  success,  and  bids 
fair  to  become  a  self  sustaining  charge,  at  an  early  day.  Under  the  blessing  of 
God,  and  through  the  zeal  and  liberality  of  Bro.  Huber  ai  d  his  people,  they 
have  built  themselves  a  house  of  God  for  worship,  at  a  cost  of  nearly  $4,000, 
aad  it  is  nearly  paid  for. 

The  attendance  upon  divine  worship  in  this  Mission  is  reported  to  be  very 
good,  morning  and  evening. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Nebraska  City  Mission,  numbering  but  eighty- 
four  communicant  members,  raised  more  money  towards  the  support  of  Brother 
Huber  than  they  had  promised,  he  very  generously  exhonerates  us  from  the 
payment  of  $100  of  his  last  year’s  appropriation. 

He  asks,  for  the  coming  year,  an  appropriation  of  $500,  feeling  quite  confi¬ 
dent  that  the  present  year’s  subscription  can  be  increased  at  least  $10u.  Should 
more  than  $600  be  raised  in  the  congregation,  he  says  he  will  again  deduct  the 
excess  from  the  appropriation  to  this  Mission. 

A  people  who  so  nobly  try  lo  help  themselves,  deserve  the  sympathy  and 
aid  of  the  Church. 

8.  Our  Mission  in  Dakota  City  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition,  and  is 
now  self  sustaining  ;  and  whilst  our  beloved  Missionary  withdraws  from  our 
society,  it  is  with  feelings  of  deep  regret  that  he  shall  hereafter  be  differently 
related  to  the  Home  Missionary  Society  of  our  Synod. 

Owing  to  severe  illness,  he  was  not  able  to  give  your  committee  a  very 
lengthy  report  of  the  progress  of  this  Mission  during  the  past  year;  but  your 
committee  rejoice  that  the  progress  has  been  such  as  to  make  it  a  self  sustaining 
charge. 

Bro.  Aughey  very  earnestly  requests  that  a  Missionary  be  sent  to  Ponka.  as 
he  feels  that  it  is  impossible  for  him  “to  do  anything  like  j  istice  to  that  people.” 
He  sends  his  fraternal  greetings  to  all  the  members  of  this  Synod. 

9.  Your  committee  would  recommend,  instead  of  sending  a  Missionary 
to  Ponka,  that  a  traveling  Missionary  for  this  territory  be  secured,  whose  busi¬ 
ness  shall  be  to  visit  such  settlements,  towns  and  communities  where,  in  his 
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judgment,  Lutheran  congregations  can  be  organized  and  charges  formed  ;  and 
take  care  of  such  fields  until  proper  provision  can  be  made  for  them,

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PROCEEDINGS  OF  ALLEGHANY 


NINTH  SESSION. 

Monday  Ai-ternoon. 

Synod  met  after  the  Ministerium. 

Called  to  order. 

Noll  called. 

Opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  J.  Tomlinson. 

Minutes  read  and  approved. 

COMMITTEE  NO.  4  (STATE  OF  RELIGION) 

Reported  as  follows : 

The  subject  of  your  committee’s  consideration  is  the  annual  question  : 
“What  is  the  state  of  religion  in  the  churches  of  the  Alleghany  Synod?” 
We  have  examined  the  reports  of  the  different  pastors,  and  find — 

1.  That  the  attendance  on  public  worship  is  about  the  same  as  usual. 
In  the  reports  of  several  it  is  stated  to  he  better  ;  but  there  is  no  indication  of 
large  general  increase,  nor  any  falling  off. 

2.  The  Prayer  Meetings— those  precious  weekly  assemblings  of  Christ’s 
devoted  followers — are  not  forgotten  ;  they  are  still  frequented,  though,  as  here¬ 
tofore,  only  by  the  few,  while  the  many  have  not  yet  learned  to  love  them  as 
they  ought.  It  is  true  that  it  is  impracticable  for  so  large  a  number  to  be  at  the 
prayer  meetings  as  may  attend  upon  public  worship;  but  the  number  might, 
and  should  be,  largely  increased.  Doubtless  we  might  do  something  to  add 
interest  to  the  weekly  meetings  for  prayer  by  devoting  more  thought  to  careful 
preparation  for  them  ;  but  what  is  above  all  needed  is  an  increased  desire  to 
commune  together  with  God  in  those  “hours  of  prayer.” 

3.  Sabbath  Schools  are  increasing  in  their  excellent  work.  We  rejoice  in 
this ;  and,  much  as  they  are  doing,  we  are  sure  it  doth  not  yet  appear  what  they 
shall  hereafter  accomplish.  Older  persons  as  well  as  the  younger  people  will  yet 
learn  to  turn  more  of  their  energies  into  them,  and  work  in  them  and  through 
them  for  the  salvation  of  the  children  of  men, 

4.  Revivals. — Some  of  the  charges  have  made  large  additions  as  results  of 
religious  awakenings  during  the  past  winter.  Numbers  have  been  added  out  of 
classes  of  catechumens  also.  The  increase  in  the  membership  throughout  the 
Synod,  generally,  w*  find  to  have  been  considerably  beyond  the  average. 

5.  Some  impulse  has  been  given  to  the  activity  and  liberality  of  the 
Churches  by  this  Jubilee  Year;  but  the  results  are  seen,  in  most  cases,  only  in 
local  improvements  of  parsonages  and  church  buildings ;  while  there  appears, 
as  yet,  very  little  (if  any)  general  increase  of  benevolent  contributions  fur  mis 
sions  and  education.  This  may,  however,  appear  differently  when  the  full  re¬ 
sults  are  manifest  at  the  end  of  the  Jubilee  Year. 

We  have  endeavored  to  note  the  matters  of  encouragement  that  present 
themselves  in  the  reports  of  the  brethren,  and  our  hearts  are  gladdened  by  them  ; 
yet  we  confess  to  a  spirit  of  sadness  when  we  see  how  far,  after  all,  the  Church 
still  falls  short  of  being  that  active,  powerful,  aggressive  body  in  the  world  that 
she  ought  to  be,  and,  we  doubt,  not  at  last  will  be.  It  is  pad  to  see  how  little 
of  a  factor  the  Church  seems  to  be  in  working  out  the  great  problems  that  con¬ 
cern  the  life  of  man. 

We  hope  and  pray,  and  must  work  for  the  day  when  we  shall  thiill  at  the 
sight  of  the  Church  of  Christ  arising  and  shining,  looking  forth  like  the  morn¬ 
ing,  “fair  as  the  moon,  bright  as  the  sun  and  terrible  as  an  army  with  banners.”

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  TRESSLER  ORPHANS’ 

HOME. 

The  following  brief  of  said  report  is  accordingly  submitted  : 

Your  Trustees,  appointed  at  your  last  convention  to  co  operate  with  Trus¬ 
tees  of  the  other  Synods  in  this  State  in  connection  with  the  General  Synod,  in 
the  purchase,  &c.,  of  the  Loysville  Academy  and  grounds,  for  a  Home  for  the 
orphans  of  the  Church,  would  report  that  they  met  with  the  other  Trustees  at 
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Loysvilie,  on  the  KUh  rf  October,  1807,  organized,  adopted  a  constitmion 
(a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  submiitt^d),  and  applied  to  the  court  of  Perry 
county  for  a  charter,  which  was  obtained. 

On  the  20ih  of  February,  1868,  another  meeting  was  lield,  at  Newport,  Pa., 
wlien  the  property  before  referred  to  was  purchased  upon  the  terms  made  known 
to  Synod  last  year. 

Since  the  purchase,  Captain  D.  L.  Tressler  has  generously  douated  his 
patrimony,  amounting  to  $500,  as  a  jubilee  offering  to  the  Church,  which  makes 
a  reduction  in  the  last  instalment  of  each  of  the  four  Synods  represented  in  the 
Board,  to  $125. 

Your  Trustees  are  sorry  to  inform  the  Synod  that  our  first  instalment  of 
$250,  due  on  the  1st  of  June  last,  was  not  [laid  ;  and,  consequently,  interest  is 
claimed  from  the  date  ot  its  matuiity. 

The  Trustees  also,  in  accordance  with  ihe  expressed  desire  of  some  of  the 
Synods,  and  the  advice  of  many  brethren,  bt  th  lay  and  clerical,  purchased,  at 
the  same  lime,  27  acres  of  land  adjoining  ihe  Home,  at  $00  per  acre,  and, 
through  the  agency  of  a  Superintendent  elected  for  the  purpose,  measures  have 
been  devised  which  we  believe  w'ill  result  in  the  payment  of  said  land. 

SubscriptioHS,  pledges  and  ]iromises,  to  the  amount  ot  between  fiuir  and 
five  thousand  dollars  have  been  procured  I’or  the  Home — four  thousand  of  which, 
at  least,  is  considered  reliable. 

The  Trustees  have  fouiid  it  necessary  to  rent  the  property  to  the  State,  as  a 
Soldiers’  Orphans’  Home,  until  the  1st  of  June,  1861) — receiving  fur  the  present 
year  rent  to  the  amount  of  $1,000,  with  the  privilege  of  placing  a  reasonable 
number  of  Church  Orphans  there  with  the  boldiers’  Orphans;  everything  ex¬ 
cept  clothing  found,  at  $85  per  year  for  each  child. 

Eight  Orphans  of  the  Church  have  already  lieen  received,  and  applications 
from  others  are  continually  corning  in.  It  is  confidently  and  humbly  hoped  that 
the  Church  vvill  so  arrange  it  as  to  make  suflicient  provision  fur  all  these  and  all 
others  who  may  worthily  apply.  ^lay  it  never  be  said  of  us  as  a  Church,  ‘  I 
was  an  hungered  and  ye  fed  me  not,”.  Ac. 

We  would  also  report  that  the  Susnuebanna  Synod  and  the  Melancthou 
Synod  have,  each,  by  resolution,  voted  a  ratalde  proportion  of  funds  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  the  Home,  and  appointed  their  quota  of  'I'rustees  to  repicseni 
them  in  the  Board.  'J’here  is  also  a  probability  that  the  Bittsburgli  Synod,  the 
Synod  of  Maryland,  and  the  Synod  of  New  Jersey,  will  do  the  same  at  their 
next  .‘-.essions. 

This  Synod  is  entitled  to  two  more  Truslets,  and  we  learn  that  the  President 
of  Synod  has  been  so  informed. 

Your  'i’lustees  would  recommend  that  an  Order  be  drawn  upon  the  'rreasu- 
rer  to  meet  the  j)re?ent  instalmetjt,  and  that,  in  the  future  such  measures  be  de¬ 
vised  as  will  tend  to  the  prompt  jtayment  of  each  subst quent  instalment  as  it 
falls  due.

God  has  also  in  every  age  of  the  world,  taken  advantage  of  the  ox 
citement  there  is  in  men  to  promote  his  cause  upon  earth.  Besides,  revivals 
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are  scr'ptur-il,  being  predicted  in  the  Old  Testament,  (see  prophecy  of  Joel.) 
which  prediction  has  also  been  fulfilled,  (see  Acts  of  the  Apostles.)  and  are  evi¬ 
dently,  therefore,  to  be  expected  throughout  the  future  history  of  the  gospel 
church;  and  ate  also  indispensibly  necessary  for  the  glory  of  Christ  and  the 
salvation  of  mankind. 

All  the  great  charities,  disinterested  charities  of  the  world,  oiiginate  in  and 
grow  out  of  genuine  revivals  of  the  religion  of  the  cross  ;  and  as  we  now  greatly 
need  a  revival,  so  far  as  the  liberality  of  the  church  is  concerned,  that  the  causes 
ot  education  and  missions  may  be  successful  in  evangelizing  the  v/orld  ;  there¬ 
fore. 

Resolved,  1.  That  it  is  our  duty,  as  Ministers  cf  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to 
i'o  all  in  our  power  to  encourage  and  support  the  most  active  measures  looking 
to  this  most  desirable  end,  namely,  the  revival  of  all  the  Christian  graces,  es¬ 
pecially  the  grace  of  giving,  the  reclaiming  of  backsliders  and  the  conversion 
of  sinners. 

Resolved,  2.  That  we  wdll  earnestly  talk  and  act  in  this  direction,  asknowing 
that  zeal  and  resolution  are  absolutely  necessary  to  gain  this  great  and  glorious 
object  against  so  many  opposing  forces  of  symbolism,  ritualism,  and  rational¬ 
ism,  to  the  great  work  we  are  called  to  do,
